Claims 20-23 have been canceled as agreed by Applicant to expedite the 
prosecution. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claims 1,8,17, the prior art does not disclose automatically parsing the plurality of 
information sets to produce an output file, the output file including at least a portion of 
data from the plurality of information sets, the portion of data being arranged in a format 
that includes a plurality of rows that respectively correspond to the portions of data, 
wherein automatically parsing the data sets includes: identifying a first pattern of data 
within one of the data sets; retrieving a data value based on the pattern; iteratively 
identifying successive patterns of data within the data sets; iteratively retrieving 
respective data values based on the pattern; and communicating the data values to the 
output file.
